I am happy to say that the schools have been, during the 
past year, in a healthful and prosperous condition. The pu- 
pils have advanced in their studies, and the deportment has 
been much better than heretofore. The teachers have been 
faithful in their worl, not looking after their own interest,

but after the interest of the pupils under their care. We 
have some pupils in our High School, of whom the parents 
and the district may well be proud. In saying this I do not 
wish to discriminate between the teachers. With one excep- 
tion they have all done well. Miss York, who taught a short 
term in District No. 2, lacked energy, and was not a profita- 
ble teacher. With regard to all the others I earnestly recom- 
mend that they be retained in the schools. The citizens 
remember the cry that went out from the Committee in his 
report last year regarding deportment in the High School. 
We are happy to say we believe there is not a better school 
in the State, in this regard, at the present time. Of the 
other schools in the village it is not necessary to speak. 
Former experience with the teachers in the District, has made 
all acquainted with their qualifications as regards instruction 
and government. We advise the Districts not to change 
teachers unless they know they can do better. This we do 
not believe they can do. 

Your Committee has done all in his. power for the interests 
of the schools. He has made a change in Geography, put- 
ting in the Eclectic series in place of Guyot’s. Teachers 
and Pupils, as well as Committee, are well satisfied with the 
change. 

At the risk of making this report too long, I feel it my 
duty to call the attention of the citizens to a few facts : — 
~ First. The Primary School in District No. 1 has outgrown 
its accommodations, and provision must be made for a divis- 
ion. This will necessitate the District’s building on to the 
Primary school house another room, or taking the Town Halk 
for school purposes. We advise the latter, using the hall 
for the High School. Unless something of the kind is done, 
it will be necessary to hire a school room. <A suitable place 
cannot be found. This division will necessitate another 
teacher, therefore more money should be raised for School 
purposes next year than in years past. As regards the 
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school house in District No. 2, all know it is unfit for school 
purposes. 

We call upon the citizens of that District, in the name of 
the children that God has given you to educate, and for the 
credit of the good people who live in the district, to build a 
new one. ‘The present one is a reproach to the good name 
of the town. 

Let the citizens of the town provide liberally for the main- _ 
tenance of the Schools, remembering that money thus spent 
is better than to have it in Government bonds, for we need 
educated men and women to maintain the Government that 
its bonds may be good. Ignorance is a reproach to any peo- 
ple. Education is a blessing to a nation.
